Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  George  and  Gentlemen. 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and 
Sanitary  Circumstances  of  Kettering  Rural  District  in  respect  of  the  year 
ended  31st  December,  1960,  which  has  been  written  in  accordance  with  the 
Ministry  of  Health  Circular  1/61,  dated  31st  January,  1961. 

The  Registrar  General’s  estimated  mid-year  population  is  12,020,  10 
more  than  the  estimate  for  1959,  but  the  same  as  for  the  previous  three  years. 
This  is  despite  an  excess  of  births  over  deaths  of  about  thirty  every  year. 
The  number  of  births,  in  1960,  143  is  the  lowest  for  over  25  years.  The  over- 
all picture  is  one  of  an  aging  population.  To  counteract  this  tendency,  more 
houses  must  be  constructed  within  the  District,  either  by  encouraging  private 
builders,  or  by  the  local  authority.  It  should  be  seriously  considered  whether 
the  authority  ought  to  build  houses  for  sale  or  increase  their  facilities  for 
lending  money  for  house  purchase.  This  must  not,  however,  interfere  with 
building  to  rehouse  people  from  unfit  property.  The  Council  has  continued 
to  pursue  vigorous  progress  in  slum  clearance,  although  much  remains  to  be 
done. 

A further  check  is  in  the  provision  of  those  amenities  which  town  dwellers 
take  for  granted,  but  to  which  the  countryman  is  just  as  much  entitled,  and 
these  days  expects.  All  parishes  have  a piped  water  supply,  and  every  year, 
more  villages  are  provided  with  a new  sewerage  system.  The  great  outstanding 
omission  is  the  absence  of  a regular  weekly  refuse  collection.  This  was  con- 
sidered during  the  year,  but  not  accepted,  on  financial  grounds.  This  decision 
was  a great  disappointment  to  your  Public  Health  Staff,  and  I would  remind 
members  that  health  should  not  be  considered  in  terms  of  money.  I hope  the 
matter  will  be  reconsidered  in  the  none  too  distant  future. 

It  is  worthy  of  note,  that  almost  4,000  animals  were  slaughtered  within 
the  District,  for  human  consumption,  of  which  less  than  3%  were  not  in- 
spected. The  aim  is  100%  inspection,  when  we  can  say  with  pride  and 
certainty  that  no  unfit  meat  comes  from  the  District  and  is  offered  for  sale. 

Of  the  food  establishments,  two  were  not  of  the  standard  required,  (one 
pasteurisation  plant  and  one  bakehouse).  Both  are  now  in  the  process  of 
making  the  necessary  improvements. 

Dr.  C.  M.  Smith,  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  kindly  supplied  the 
figures  relating  to  immunisation  and  vaccination. 

To  the  officers  who  have  provided  information  for  this  report,  I am 
grateful,  as  I am  to  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  for  their  good  work 
throughout  the  year,  and  I thank  the  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Com- 
mittee for  their  support  and  encouragement.  In  conclusion,  I acknowledge 
the  assistance  of  Miss  Langley  in  compiling  this  report.

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Comments  on  Vital  Statistics 


1.  Population. — The  Registrar  General’s  mid-year  1960  estimate  of 
population  is  12,020;  10  more  than  the  1959  mid-year  estimate,  but  the 
same  as  for  the  preceding  three  years.  This  is  98  fewer  than  the  1951 
census  figure  of  12,118,  despite  the  fact  that  the  natural  increase  (excess 
of  births  over  deaths)  for  the  10  years  1st  January,  1951  to  30th  Dec- 
ember, 1960  is  478.  Thus  continues  the  “drift  away  from  the  land”, 
particularly  of  young  adults  who  first  go  into  nearby  towns  to  work,  then 
consider  that  it  would  be  more  convenient  to  live  there.  An  actual  fall  in 
the  population  is  being  checked  by  the  housing  estates  developed  by 
private  builders,  in  several  of  the  larger  villages. 

2.  Births. — There  were  146  registered  live  births  in  1960  giving  a Crude 
Birth  Rate  of  12.15  per  1,000  population,  the  lowest  figures  since  1934. 
The  comparability  factor  issued  by  the  Registrar  General  for  1960  is 
1.11.  This  allows  for  the  age  and  sex  distribution  of  the  District  so  that 
the  Adjusted  Birth  Rate  of  13.48  per  1,000  population  can  be  compared 
with  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  as  a whole,  which  is  17.1  per  1,000 
population. 

3.  Deaths.— The  number  of  deaths  (106)  is  the  lowest  since  the  1920’s. 
The  Crude  Death  Rate  is  8.82  per  1,000  population,  and  on  correcting 
with  the  Comparability  Factor  of  1.02  gives  an  Adjusted  Death  Rate  of 
8.99  per  1,000  population.  For  England  and  Wales  1960  the  provisional 
Death  Rate  is  11.5  per  1,000  population. 

As  last  year,  about  half  the  deaths  were  due  to  diseases  of  the  heart  and 
circulation,  particularly  Coronary  disease,  and  various  forms  of  Cancer 
were  responsible  for  nearly  a quarter  of  the  deaths. 

4.  Infant  Mortality. — Three  babies  died  before  their  first  birthday.  This 
gives  an  Infant  Mortality  Rate  of  20.55  per  1,000  live  births,  compared 
with  a rate  of  21.7  per  1,000  live  births  for  England  and  Wales.

5.  Still  Births. — One  Still  Birth  was  registered  within  the  District,  giving 
a Still  Birth  Rate  of  6.8  per  1,000  total  births.  The  rate  for  England  and 
Wales,  1960  was  19.7. 

The  Population  (Statistics)  Act,  1960,  which  came  into  effect  on  1st. 
October,  1960  requires  doctors  and  midwives  to  make  a statement  of  the 
cause  of  death  of  every  still  born  child.  This  object  is  to  provide  a regular 
series  of  statistics  on  the  causes  of  still  births  which  together  with  other 
information  obtained  at  the  registration  of  a birth  should  help  in  the  study 
of  mortality  at  and  about  the  time  of  birth.

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SECTION  B 

General  Provision  of  Health  Services 

In  subsequent  sections,  full  details  will  be  found  relating  to  infectious 
diseases  and  environmental  health  within  the  Rural  District,  for  which  the 
Council  is  directly  responsible. 

The  present  section  is  related  to  those  health  services  which  concern 
more  the  personal  health  and  welfare  of  the  individual  rather  than  public 
health  and  the  community.  The  Health  Committee  of  the  Northamptonshire 
County  Council  is  responsible  for  administration  of  some  of  these  services 
under  Part  III  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act. 

Liason  between  County  Council  services  and  District  Council  services 
is  facilitated  by  the  fact  that  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  also  a School 
Medical  Officer  and  Assistant  County  Medical  Officer. 

Laboratory  Facilities. — The  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Northampton 
and  the  Department  of  Pathology  at  Kettering  General  Hospital  are  available 
for  the  examination  of  specimens  in  connection  with  the  diagnosis  and  control 
of  infectious  diseases. 

During  the  year,  34  faeces  specimens  and  3 water  samples  were  examined, 
and  I appreciate  the  help  and  guidance  that  Dr.  Hoyle  and  Dr.  Voss  are  always 
willing  to  give. 

Ambulance  Service. — This  is  one  of  the  services  for  which  the  County 
Council  are  responsible,  and  the  area  is  adequately  covered.  Radio-controlled 
ambulances  are  stationed  at  Corby  and  Kettering. 

Domiciliary  Services. — These  include  District  Nurses,  Midwives  and 
Health  Visitors,  who  are  all  highly  trained,  qualified  nurses  on  the  staff  of  the 
County  Medical  Officer.  The  Home  Help  Service,  also  provided  by  the 
County  Council,  is  proving  more  and  more  valuable  in  relieving  people  of 
domestic  worries  during  periods  of  illness  or  confinement,  and  in  helping  old 
folks  to  remain  in  their  own  homes,  so  that  they  can  retain  their  treasured 
independence. 

Child  Welfare  Centres. — A County  Council  Welfare  Clinic  is  held 
monthly  in  the  following  parishes.  A Medical  Officer  attends  each  session  : — 

Broughton — 3rd  Monday  Gretton — 2nd  Friday 

Geddington — 1st  Tuesday.  Weldon — 1st  Monday. 

Immunisation  and  Vaccination. — Immunisation  against  diphtheria, 
whooping  cough  and  poliomyelitis  and  vaccination  against  smallpox  are  free 
services,  available  either  from  the  family  doctor  or  at  the  County  Child 
Welfare  Clinics.  Certain  age  groups  of  children  can  also  be  given  B.C.G. 
vaccination  to  protect  against  Tuberculosis;  this  is  done  through  the  School 
Health  Service 

Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics. — 

( a ) Tuberculosis — Market  Street,  Kettering  and  Nuffield  Diag- 
nostic Centre,  Corby. 

(i b ) Venereal  Diseases . — St.  Mary’s  Hospital,  Kettering. 

Clinics  are  held  weekly  and  treatment  is  provided  by  the  Oxford  Regional 
Hospital  Board. 

National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  Section  47. — This  Act  gives  Local 
Authorities  powers  to  enable  them  to  deal  expeditiously  with  the  certain  cases 
of  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention  which  they  are  unable  to  provide  for 
themselves  and  are  not  receiving  from  other  people.  No  formal  action  was 
taken  under  this  Section  of  this  Act  during  the  year.  A number  of  old  folk 
living  on  their  own  were  visited  and  helped  in  many  ways. 
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SECTION  C. 


Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area 

Water  Supplies. — The  position  remains  the  same  as  reported  in  pre- 
vious reports.  With  the  exception  of  one  village,  that  of  Great  Oakley,  the 
whole  of  the  Rural  District  Area  is  supplied  with  water  by  the  Mid-North- 
amptonshire Water  Board.  A private  mains  water  supply  is  provided  and 
maintained  throughout  the  whole  of  Great  Oakley  village  and  adjoining 
farms  by  the  Great  Oakley  Estate,  the  source  of  water  being  from  a nearby 
well.  During  the  year  5 samples  were  taken  from  the  Great  Oakley  supply 
for  bacteriological  examination  and  all  were  reported  upon  as  being  satis- 
factory. 

There  is  a continued  marked  increase  in  the  consumption  of  water,  per 
head  of  the  population,  throughout  the  District,  which  is  due  in  the  main  to 
the  completion  of  new  sewerage  schemes,  after  which  considerable  improve- 
ment works  are  carried  out  to  a large  proportion  of  village  properties  involving 
the  provision  of  new  bathrooms  and  water-flushed  sanitary  accommodation. 
This  increase  of  consumption  will  undoubtedly  continue  for  some  years  to 
come  as  other  sewerage  schemes  are  installed  with  the  consequent  installation 
of  more  bathrooms  etc.  The  tendency  towards  higher  consumption  figures 
per  head  is  of  course,  being  found  throughout  the  whole  of  the  country  with 
the  increasing  standard  of  housing  and  it  is  very  pleasing  to  note  that  the  Mid- 
Northamptonshire  Water  Board,  in  conjunction  with  other  adjacent  Water 
Authorities,  are  very  much  alive  to  the  problem  and  are  at  present  engaged  in 
looking  further  afield  for  additional  supplies  in  order  to  be  able  to  meet  the 
inevitably  higher  demand  for  water  in  years  to  come. 

Regular  routine  bacteriological  and  chemical  sampling  of  the  water 
supplies  are  carried  out  by  the  Mid  - Northamptonshire  Water  Board. 
Throughout  the  year  the  water  supplies  over  the  whole  District  were  ade- 
quate and  satisfactory  with  regard  to  quality.

As  can  be  seen  from  the  above  list,  the  villages  remaining  to  be  served  are  the 
smaller  villages.  In  these  cases,  however,  due  to  a great  deal  of  improvement 
work  to  the  houses  having  been  carried  out  and  private  septic  tank  systems 
installed,  the  position  in  each  of  these  smaller  villages  has  been  alleviated  to 
some  extent. 
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The  combined  scheme  for  the  Parishes  of  Cottingham,  Middleton  and 
East  Carlton  was  satisfactorily  completed  during  the  year,  although  progress 
throughout  the  contract  had  been  very  slow,  particularly  in  the  later  stages  of 
the  work.  The  subsequent  connection  of  individual  properties  to  the  new 
sewers  has  proceeded  reasonably  well  since  the  completion  of  the  works,  but 
there  remained  at  the  end  of  this  year  quite  a number  of  properties  still  to  be 
connected.  This  is  due  in  the  main  to  the  difficulty  in  obtaining  the  services 
of  contractors  to  carry  out  this  type  of  work  in  the  rural  villages.  It  should, 
however,  be  noted  that  many  owners  of  properties  in  the  villages  take  the 
opportunity,  once  a main  drainage  scheme  becomes  available,  to  carry  out 
major  improvements  to  their  properties  which  invariably  includes  the  pro- 
visions of  bathrooms,  hot  water  supplies  etc.  In  this  connection,  the  Council 
has  encouraged  work  of  this  nature  by  making  “Improvement  Grants”  freely 
available  under  the  provisions  of  the  Housing  Acts,  1954  and  1959. 

The  scheme  for  the  village  of  Stanion  was  commenced  in  the  earl  y part 
of  the  year  and  proceeded  satisfactorily  throughout  the  year.  The  whole  of 
the  main  sewers  had  been  laid  by  the  end  of  the  year,  but  the  sewage  disposal 
works  were  only  partly  completed. 

The  scheme  for  the  sewering  of  a small  area  of  development  on  the 
Oakley  Road,  adjacent  to  Corby  in  the  Parish  of  Great  Oakley,  was  completed 
during  the  year,  and  all  the  properties  connected  to  the  new  sewer.  In  this 
instance,  a new  foul  sewer  was  laid  and  joined  into  an  existing  foul  sewer  in  the 
Corby  area.  An  agreement  between  the  Rural  Council  and  the  Corby  Urban 
District  Council  had  been  made  concerning  the  acceptance  and  treatment  of 
sewage  from  these  properties. 

A further  small  scheme  to  provide  foul  drainage  for  the  development 
on  the  Cranford  Road,  in  the  Parish  of  Cranford,  was  commenced  in  the 
spring  of  1960.  This  scheme  provides  for  the  drainage  of  the  properties  to  a 
collecting  and  pumping  station  from  which  the  sewage  is  to  be  pumped  into 
a nearby  sewer  in  the  adjacent  area  of  the  Kettering  Borough,  with  which 
Authority  the  Council  has  entered  into  an  agreement  for  the  reception  and 
treatment  of  the  sewage.  The  work  on  the  contract  was  very  slow  indeed,  but 
was  caused  in  the  main  by  the  exceedingly  wet  summer  that  was  experienced, 
coupled  with  the  fact  that  the  sewers  over  a greater  length  had  to  be  laid  at 
considerable  depths.  Although  the  contract  was  originally  due  to  be  completed 
in  October,  work  was  still  proceeding  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

During  the  year  the  Council  instructed  their  Consulting  Engineers  to 
prepare  main  drainage  schemes  for  three  areas,  namely  : — 

(a)  Harrington. 

(b)  Stoke  Albany  and  Wilbarston  (joint  scheme). 

(c)  Sutton  Bassett,  Wes ton-by- Welland  and  Ashley  (joint  scheme) 
and  each  of  these  schemes  were  in  an  advanced  stage  of  preparation  by  the 
end  of  the  year. 

Throughout  the  year  all  the  various  sewage  disposal  works  continued  to 
function  satisfactorily.  In  one  or  two  cases,  however,  in  villages  where  the 
sewage  includes  a high  proportion  of  farm  effluents,  some  difficulty  has  been 
experienced  in  maintaining  a reasonable  standard. 

The  problem  of  obtaining  suitable  labour  required  for  the  maintenance 
of  sewage  disposal  works  is  becoming  increasingly  difficult,  and  is  largely  due 
to  the  very  nature  of  the  work  involved,  particularly  the  work  of  dealing  with 
the  dried  sludge  which  has  to  be  removed  from  the  sludge  drying  beds,  which 
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hitherto  is  an  operation  that  has  to  be  carried  out  by  hand.  It  does  seem  ap- 
parent that  some  degree  of  mechanisation  will  have  to  be  introduced,  in  the 
very  near  future,  particularly  in  connection  with  the  sludge  removal  operation, 
if  the  Council  is  to  maintain  an  adequate  staff  to  operate  the  ever  increasing 
number  of  works  being  installed  in  the  district. 

A special  vehicle  is  operated  by  the  Council  for  the  emptying  of  septic 
tanks  throughout  the  District.  This  service  is  given  free  of  charge  once  per 
year,  and  thereafter,  for  any  additional  service  within  a twelve  months  period, 
a nominal  charge  is  made. 

Household  Refuse  and  Nightsoil  Collection. — A house  refuse  col- 
lection service  is  operated  by  the  Council  throughout  the  whole  District, 
working  to  a fortnightly  schedule,  and  this  service  was  maintained  throughout 
the  year.  Two  covered  refuse  collecting  vehicles  are  in  use,  each  operated  by  a 
team  of  three  men.  All  household  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  tipping  into  disused 
quarries  in  various  parts  of  the  District.  Five  such  refuse  tips  are  in  use,  and 
in  addition  there  are  arrangements  with  the  Kettering  Borough  Council  to 
tip  household  refuse  from  certain  villages  into  the  Borough  Council  tip  at 
Cherry  Hall.  Throughout  the  year  all  the  refuse  tips  were  kept  under  sur- 
veillance be  the  Council’s  Rodent  Operator  who  carries  out  regular  treatments 
to  exterminate  any  vermin  and  also  controls  insect  infestations  by  the  use  of 
insecticidal  sprays. 

During  the  year  the  Council  considered  the  question  of  introducing  a 
weekly  refuse  collection  in  place  of  the  existing  fortnightly  collection.  After 
giving  due  consideration  to  the  cost  involved,  it  was  decided  that  the  fort- 
nightly collection  should  remain  at  least  for  the  time  being. 

In  the  smaller  villages,  which  have  not  yet  been  provided  with  main 
drainage  schemes,  a number  of  pail  closets  are  still  in  use.  The  regular  weekly 
collection  of  nightsoil  from  all  such  premises  has  been  continued;  this  work 
being  carried  out  by  a private  firm  on  contract  to  the  Council.  Disposal  of  the 
nightsoil  is  achieved  by  emptying  into  the  main  outfall  sewer  in  the  Borough 
of  Kettering,  at  a suitable  point  outside  the  precincts  of  the  town. 

By  the  end  of  1960,  the  number  of  pail  closets  in  the  District  was  370. 
This  number  shows  again  a decrease  of  75  from  the  previous  year,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  the  day  is  not  too  far  distant  when  the  last  pail  closet  in  the  area  is 
dealt  with  by  conversion  to  the  modern  water  borne  sanitation. 

Moveable  Dwellings. — The  number  of  caravans  licensed  by  the  Coun- 
cil was  1 1 ; the  caravans  being  stationed  in  various  parts  of  the  District.  The 
new  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  1960,  came  into  force 
during  the  year,  which  placed  upon  the  Council  the  duty  of  examining  the 
whole  question  of  caravan  sites  in  their  District  in  the  light  of  the  provisions 
of  the  new  Act.  The  proximity  of  the  town  of  Corby,  coupled  with  the  recently 
disclosed  proposals  for  vast  expansion  to  the  steel  works,  is  already  producing 
a caravan  problem  in  the  Rural  District.  This  problem  arises  from  the  fact 
that  quite  a number  of  men  engaged  on  short  term  contract  work  at  the  steel 
works,  move  into  the  area  with  their  caravans,  many  of  which  are  very  modern, 
with  the  intention  of  staying  purely  for  the  term  of  the  contract  upon  which 
they  are  engaged.  It  is  obvious  that  this  problem  is  likely  to  increase  very 
considerably  when  the  extensive  expansion  scheme  at  the  steel  works  gets 
well  under  way  and  in  order  to  meet  the  requirements  of  such  caravan 
dwellers  it  is  hoped  that  a properly  established  and  controlled  site  will 
shortly  be  set  up  within  the  District. 
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Verminous  Premises  and  Insect  Infestation. — The  following  in-

Factories  Act,  1937. — There  are  64  factories  in  the  District,  and  53 
routine  inspections  were  made  during  the  year.  The  number  of  outworkers 
living  in  the  Rural  District  in  August  1960  was  13,  all  engaged  in  the  making 
of  wearing  apparel  or  stuffed  toys. 

Prescribed  particulars  on  the  administration  of  the  Factories  Act,  1937 
are  to  be  found  at  the  end  of  the  Report. 


Disinfections.— Throughout  the  year  23  visits  were  made  to  houses  in 
which  cases  of  infectious  diseases  of  various  kinds  had  occurred  and  subsequent 
disinfections  were  carried  out  in  three  cases. 


Rodent  Control.— The  Council  employs  a Rodent  Operator  on  a part- 
time  basis,  who  deals  with  the  investigation  of  any  suspected  rodent  infest- 
ation and  carries  out  any  necessary  subsequent  treatments  of  infested  premises. 
Fortunately  most  rat  infestations  are  reported  in  the  early  stages  when  it  is 
comparatively  simple  for  the  Rodent  Operator  to  make  a complete  clearance, 
and  in  point  of  fact  only  one  major  infestation  was  found  during  the  year, 
and  this  was  on  farm  premises.  In  addition,  routine  treatments  against  rat 
infestation  were  continued  at  all  the  Council’s  Sewage  Disposal  Works, 
sewers  and  refuse  tips  throughout  the  District.

Slum  Clearance. — During  the  year  6 dwellings  were  completed, 
2 at  Stoke  Albany  and  4 at  Weldon.  These  were  all  bungalows  for  old  persons, 
all  of  whom  were  rehoused  from  unfit  properties,  and  were  the  first  of  a new 
type  of  bungalow  to  be  built  in  the  area,  which  contain  2 bedrooms. 

Priority  to  families  living  in  unfit  houses  was  also  given  by  the  Council 
when  dealing  with  re-letting  of  existing  Council  Houses  that  were  vacated 
during  the  year,  and  thereby  enabled  the  Council  to  deal  with  an  additional 
number  of  unfit  houses.

Improvement  Grants. — As  in  previous  years,  the  Council  continued 
to  give  improvement  grants  under  the  provisions  of  the  Housing  Acts,  1954 
and  1957  for  the  improvement  of  houses.  During  the  year  78  applications  for 
“Discretionary  Grants”  were  approved  which  involved  a total  of  £22,598 
awarded  as  grants.  In  addition,  21  applications  for  “Standard  Grants”  were  also 
approved.  The  Council  have  made  such  improvement  grants  freely  available 
within  the  terms  of  the  Acts  in  order  to  encourage  the  reconditioning  of 
houses  of  sub-standard  nature.  Such  grants  have  been  found  to  be  particularly 
useful  to  owners  of  properties  in  villages  where  new  sewerage  systems  are 
installed,  and  the  results  have  generally  speaking  been  most  encouraging. 


Since  the  commencement  of  improvement  grants,  the  Rural  Council 
have  approved  509  applications  up  to  the  end  of  1960  which  has  involved  a 
total  sum  in  grants  of  £141,988. 


The  Council  have  also  made  use  of  improvement  grants  in  bringing 
their  post-warhouses  up  to  a modern  standard  by  installing  hot  water  supplies 
and  other  amenities  in  the  old  pre-war  houses  which  hitherto  had  not  been 
provided  with  these  amenities.  By  the  end  of  1960,  one  hundred  and  eighty- 
nine  pre-war  houses  had  been  dealt  with  in  this  manner.

All  supplies  of  milk  sold  by  registered  dairymen  etc.,  in  the  Council’s 
Area  are  designated  supplies. 

With  the  exception  of  one  dairy,  at  which  milk  is  pasteurised,  all  dairy 
premises  were  found  to  be  maintained  in  a satisfactory  condition  throughout 
the  year.  In  the  case  of  the  one  premises  which  was  not  satisfactory,  the 
owner  concerned  is  engaged  in  the  preparation  of  plans,  etc.,  with  a view  to 
rebuilding  the  dairy. 

During  the  year  regular  visits  of  inspection  were  made,  and  18  samples 
of  milk  were  obtained  and  subjected  to  the  Phosphatase  Test  and  Methylene 
Blue  Test  at  the  Ministry  of  Health’s  Public  Health  Laboratory.  The  results 
of  these  tests  were  with  one  exception  found  to  be  satisfactory.  In  the  case 
of  the  one  failure  a follow  up  test  proved  satisfactory. 

Meat  Inspection. — The  four  private  slaughterhouses  which  are  licensed 
in  the  Rural  District,  continued  in  use  throughout  the  year.  Every  effort  is 
made  to  secure  a 100%  inspection  of  all  animals  killed,  and  as  will  be  seen 
from  the  figures  in  the  following  table  the  result  falls  very  little  short  of  that 
figure,  and  having  regard  to  the  many  factors  involved,  e.g.  the  situation  of 
the  slaughterhouses ; the  various  times  of  killing  and  the  small  staff  available, 
this  figure  is  highly  satisfactory.

All  meat  found  to  be  diseased  and  condemned  is  suitably  stained  to 
prevent  it  being  sold  for  human  consumption,  and  all  such  diseased  meat  is 
subsequently  collected  for  rendering  down  for  industrial  purposes. 

During  the  year  13  persons  were  licensed  by  the  Council  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  (Prevention  of  Cruelty)  Regulations, 
1954,  for  the  purpose  of  slaughtering  animals.  There  are  8 butchers  shops  in 
the  various  villages  throughout  the  District  to  which  regular  visits  of  in- 
spection were  made  and  all  were  found  to  be  kept  in  a satisfactory  manner. 

During  the  early  part  of  the  year  negotiations  proceeded  with  the 
various  butchers  in  order  to  enable  the  Report  on  Slaughterhouses  to  be 
prepared  as  required  by  the  new  Slaughterhouse  Act,  1958.  A report  was 
finally  submitted  to  the  Ministry  and  received  ministerial  approval.  The 
report  dealt  with  the  four  slaughterhouses  remaining  in  use  in  the  District, 
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and  indicated  the  improvements  which  would  be  required  in  order  to  bring 
the  premises  up  to  the  required  standards  prescribed  by  the  new  Slaughter- 
houses Act,  1958. 

In  one  case  a completely  new  modern  slaughterhouse  is  being  provided 
to  replace  the  existing  one  which  will  then  be  discontinued.  In  each  of  the 
three  other  cases  agreements  had  been  reached  and  the  necessary  work  put 
in  hand  to  carry  out  the  required  improvements,  all  of  which  should  be 
completed  by  the  operative  date  31st  December,  1961. 

Registration  of  Food  Preparing  Premises. — During  the  year  the 
only  additional  registration  of  food  preparing  premises,  as  required  by 
Section  16  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955,  was  in  the  case  of  premises 
selling  pre-packed  ice  cream.  All  the  premises  registered  under  these  regula- 
tions were  visited  in  order  to  ensure  that  conditions  continued  to  satisfy  the 
requirements  of  the  Act.  The  number  of  premises  registered  at  the  end  of 
the  year  is  as  follows  : — 

Storage  and  sale  of  pre-packed  ice  cream  47 

Manufacture  and  sale  of  ice  cream  (cold  mix) 1 

Manufacture  of  sausages  or  potted  preserved  foods  ...  6 

Bakehouses. — -Throughout  the  District  there  are  7 bakehouses  still  in 
use  although  the  number  does  appear  to  be  gradually  diminishing  in  view  of 
the  ever  increasing  difficulties  of  the  small  village  baker  in  competing  with 
very  large  and  highly  mechanised  baking  concerns  of  the  present  day. 
Regular  visits  were  made  to  the  various  premises  throughout  the  year  and 
all,  with  one  exception,  were  found  to  be  in  a satisfactory  condition.  In  the 
case  of  this  one  premises  the  owner  has  agreed  to  carry  out  certain  improve- 
ment work. 

Fried  Fish  Shops. — The  only  fried  fish  shop  in  the  District  is  at 
Broughton.  The  owner  completed  carrying  out  extensive  improvements  to 
the  premises  which  are  now  in  a satisfactory  condition. 
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SECTION  F 


Prevalence  of,  and  Control  Over,  Infectious  and  Other  Diseases 

Eighty-six  cases  of  notifiable  Infectious  Diseases,  occurring  within  the 
Rural  District,  were  reported  by  general  practitioners,  during  the  year,  and 
I am  grateful  for  their  co-operation.  In  1959  there  were  253  notifications. 

On  the  1st  December,  under  an  Amendment  Regulation,  Anthrax,  an 
acute  bacterial  infection,  which  in  man  is  usually  a disease  of  the  skin,  was 
added  to  the  list  of  notifiable  diseases.  The  effect  is  to  give  the  Local  Authority 
power  to  make  investigation  into  the  source  of  the  infection. 

Diphtheria. — It  is  now  1 5 years  since  the  last  case  occurred  within  the 
District;  and  17  years  since  the  last  death.  One  patient  was  admitted  to 
hospital  in  December  suspected  of  having  diphtheria,  but  after  laboratory 
investigations,  the  diagnosis  was  changed  to  acute  streptococcal  tonsillitis. 
This  does  serve  as  a warning  that  the  disease  could  easily  reappear  in  the 
community  should  the  acceptance  rate  of  immunisation  fall  much  further. 

1,919  children  under  the  age  of  15  years  have  completed  a full  course  of 
diphtheria  immunisation,  but  only  59%  of  our  under  fives  are  protected. 
The  following  table  shows  the  number  immunised  during  the  past  five  years.

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Whooping  Cough. — Only  one  patient  was  notified,  a great  improve- 
ment on  last  year’s  total  of  21.  This  is  another  disease  which  is  preventable 
by  immunisation,  preferably  before  the  baby  is  6 months  of  age.  In  1960, 
155  children  were  immunised  against  it,  and  a further  76  received  re-inforce- 
ment  doses  at  about  the  age  of  5 years. 

Measles. — 1960  was  an  inter-epidemic  year  for  Measles,  only  54  cases 
being  reported,  the  majority  in  the  first  quarter.  The  typical  two-year 
epidemicity  is  well  illustrated  in  the  number  of  measles  notifications  received 
each  year  for  the  past  few  years.

Gastro-intestinal  Infections. — 10  cases  of  Dysentery  were  notified 
and  3 food  poisoning  incidents.

Tuberculosis. — During  the  year  there  were  two  new  cases,  one  res- 
piratory, one  non-respiratory,  and  one  person  died  of  tuberculosis.  Three 
patients  died  of  other  causes.  The  names  of  4 patients  have  been  removed 
from  the  register  as  cured  and  three  patients  moved  into  the  District. 

It  has  been  apparent  for  some  time  that  the  register  of  names  of  people 
notified  as  having  tuberculosis  has  been  inaccurate,  and  inflated  by  names  of 
people  either  long  since  dead  or  moved  from  the  District.  The  list  has  been 
overhauled,  with  the  result  that  the  number  of  names  at  31st  December, 
1960  was  43  compared  with  66  the  previous  year.
